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Fatal crash near Calpella 


SUV cut off on Hwy. 101; hits pickup head-on; one killed, three injured

Three people were injured and 
one killed when an SUV and pickup 
truck collided head-on on south- 
bound Highway 101 south of the 
Calpella exit around 5 p.m. Friday. 

California Highway Patrol Officer 
Terry Muñoz said the SUV, a black 
Chevy, was northbound on Highway 
101 when the driver was cut off by 
the driver of a blue sedan that was 
also northbound. 

The driver of the Chevy drove 
onto the median to avoid the colli- 
sion, lost control of the vehicle and 
ended up in the southbound lane, 
where the Chevy collided with a gray 
pickup that was southbound, Muñoz 
said. 

Both vehicles came to rest block- 
ing portions of southbound Highway 
101. 

The driver of the blue sedan 
pulled over to the side of the high- 
way just north of the accident site. 

Stan Schubert, of Lakeport, said 
he was driving just behind the Chevy 
at the time of the accident. He said he 
saw the Chevy cross into the median 
with the vehicle fishtailing and its 
driver fighting for control. 

“He almost got it under control in 
the median,” Schubert said. 

After the vehicles collided, 
Schubert, a former firefighter from 
Bend, Ore., jumped out of his own 
car to try and help. 

He pulled an injured 6-year-old 
boy from the back of the Chevy and 
tried to help the female passenger in 
that car. 

“T checked, but she didn’t have a 
pulse,” he said. 

The female passenger was pro- 
nounced dead at the scene by para- 
medics.

Firefighters worked to pull the 
drivers out of their respective vehi- 
cles; both vehicles suffered extensive 
front-end damage in the accident. 
The space where they collided was 
littered with shattered glass, twisted 
metal and broken engine parts. 

All three surviving participants in 
the crash were taken by air ambu- 
lance to hospitals for medical treat- 


ment. The helicopters landed in the 
lanes of southbound Highway 101, 
where all traffic had been stopped. 
The driver of the Chevy suffered 
major blunt force trauma injuries to 
the head and torso and was taken by 
air ambulance to Santa Rosa 
Memorial Hospital for treatment. 
His passenger, a 6-year-old boy, 
suffered minor to moderate injuries 
and was flown to the UC Davis 


The driver of the pickup also suf- 
fered major injuries and was taken 
by air ambulance to Santa Rosa 
Memorial Hospital. 

CHP officers were not releasing 
names at the scene. 

Southbound Highway 101 was 
closed to traffic for about two hours 
Friday night. Southbound traffic was 
diverted off the highway at the 


Calpella exit and routed around the 
accident. Traffic on northbound 
Highway 101 was also slowed.

Surveyors come under fire; 3 men arrested

Three men who allegedly shot at two survey- 
ors and were found in possession of significant 
amounts of marijuana and hashish were arrest- 
ed about noon Wednesday on Highway 20 near 
Willits. 

According to reports from the Mendocino 
County Sheriff’s Office, the two victims, a 25- 
year-old man from Redwood Valley and a 39- 
year-old man from Redwood Valley who have 
not been named by the Sheriff’s Office, were 
surveying timber company property lines south 
of Highway 20 when they heard voices. 

As the two men moved closer to the voices 
they heard someone shout “If you knew what 
was good for you, you would leave,” according 


to sheriff’s reports. 

The two men yelled back that they were sur- 
veyors and then heard the sound of someone fir- 
ing a .22 caliber rifle in their direction, accord- 
ing to sheriff’s reports. 

They fled the scene and contacted the 
Sheriff’s Office. Deputies drove to the scene 
and found two people, a man and a woman, dri- 
ving down a road toward Highway 20. The two 
were questioned and the investigation led 
deputies up the hill to a house. 

Deputies got a search warrant for the house, 
where they found and seized 22 marijuana 
plants, 16 pounds of processed marijuana, 191 
grams of hashish and four guns. 

Also found on the property were Joseph 


Blackwood, 20, and Nathan Coose, 20, both of 
Missouri, and Kenneth George of Washington. 

Investigation determined that George was 
renting the property from a Fort Bragg resident 
and that Coose and Blackwood worked for him. 

According to sheriff’s reports, Blackwood 
told deputies he had yelled at someone, telling 
them they had better leave, and fired in the air 
in the direction of the voices. 

George and Coose were arrested on suspi- 
cion of cultivation of marijuana and possession 
of marijuana. Blackwood was arrested on sus- 
picion of negligently discharging a firearm in 
addition to the above listed charges. All three 
were booked into the Mendocino County Jail. 


UPD arresting several each day on drug charges

In the last two months, the Ukiah Police 
Department has made multiple drug seizures, 
including commercial amounts of marijuana 
and methamphetamine. 

“Tt’s higher than average, but I wouldn’t say 
it’s unusual,” said UPD Chief Chris Dewey. 

UPD Capt. Justin Wyatt said patrol officers 
have been making several arrests every day for 
offenses related to common street drugs, most 
commonly methamphetamine. Charges include 
simple possession, possession of paraphernalia 
and being under the influence of a controlled 
substance. 


On Wednesday, a traffic stop revealed more 
than one ounce of methamphetamine as well as 
$8,000 in cash. 

“It was all processed into individual 
bindels,” Dewey said. 

He said the packaging indicated the individ- 
ual was probably selling methamphetamine to 
street users. 

Earlier in the month, during a traffic stop, 
police seized one-eighth of an ounce of 
methamphetamine and on Oct. 11, officers 
seized two grams of methamphetamine in 
another traffic stop 

Dewey said it isn’t clear if the methamphet- 
amine was being produced in the county or 


being brought in from the outside. 

He said police do know that the total number 
of methamphetamine labs in the county has 
gone down while the amount of methampheta- 
mine in the county has gone up. 

“There are a number of people who trade 
marijuana for harder drugs like methampheta- 
mine,” Dewey said. 

Three times in the last two months UPD offi- 
cers have responded to reports of people trying 
to ship marijuana out of the county using pack- 
age delivery services like FedEx and UPS. 

“They do a good job of masking it,” Dewey

MCSO investigating DA employee

Deputies 
seized 39 pounds of dried marijuana 
from the home, Smallcomb said. 

Young has not been arrested or for- 
mally charged. The case remains under 
investigation, Smallcomb said. 

Young has been an employee of the 
DA’s Office for two years. She is in 
charge of managing the office’s 
finances. 

It was not clear if Young was still at 
work at the District Attorney’s Office 
Friday. District Attorney Meredith 
Lintott could not be reached for com- 
ment Friday afternoon.

The network recently passed a Bible to 
socialite Paris Hilton and plans to pass 
one to Spears later this month. It also 
picks up-and-coming child stars for its 
monthly Kids Prayer Calendar and pairs 
hundreds of mentors with struggling 
actors -- the kind more likely to take your 
order in a restaurant than appear on your 
television. 

Members of the network, which has 
chapters in 16 U.S. cities and eight coun- 
tries, see Hollywood as the 21st century’s

Spears is at the top of prayer requests 
these days, Covell said, but celebrities 
don’t have to be on the brink of a melt- 
down to get a little religious TLC. Some 
members pray for their favorite actors, 
for a star who seems lonely or for some- 
one who’s had a string of box office 
flops.

TV show or you’re switching channels 
because of content, stop and pray for the 
people on the show,” said Karen Covell, 
HPN’s founder. “If you really believe in 
God and you believe God has a trans- 
forming power, then leave it up to him.” 

The group, which is co-hosting a 700- 
person prayer breakfast in Beverly Hills 
on Friday, is part of a larger movement 
among Christians who feel that 
Hollywood may be the best vehicle for 
reaching the uninitiated, said Robert 
Johnston, a professor of theology and 
culture at Fuller Seminary in Pasadena. 

A megastar who turns his or her life 
around and gives the credit to God could 
have a tremendous influence on today’s 
younger generations, he said. 

“The prayer network is the equivalent 
and perhaps more important than praying 
for our president,” Johnston said. “Just as 
churches have traditionally prayed for 
leaders, now we recognize that one of our 
primary sources of leadership is the 
entertainment industry.” 

Hollywood insiders, however, say 
most stars probably don’t want any 
divine intervention -- and they question 


the logic of praying for A-list celebrities 
when there are more pressing issues such 
as world hunger, poverty and war. 

“This kind of attitude comes off as 
very sanctimonious and a bit creepy, 
frankly,” said longtime celebrity publicist 
Michael Levine. “I have been to some 
born-again Christian events that are 
every bit as discomforting to me as 
Tommy Lee at his worst.” 

That attitude hasn’t 
Hollywood Prayer Network. 

“It’s this higher need. If I were asked 
not to, what would I do? I don’t know if 
I could turn off this compassion that I 
feel,” said member Terri Renfro. “I’m 
called to do this, so I do.” 

Hundreds of people have signed up for 
the Incognito Prayer Network, an infor- 
mal list that allows members to pray for a 
celebrity of their choosing -- or for one 
assigned to them. The group also hands 
out stickers for remote controls that read 
“Pray For This Show,” takes prayer 
walks on studio lots and sells red plastic 
bracelets stamped with the Hollywood 
ZIP code, 90028.

She recalled a day she prayed for 
Downey and then later found out he had 
been arrested. 

“It was one of those cases where the 
Holy Spirit prompted me,” she said. 

Renfro, 49, also volunteers for the net- 
work’s new Kids Prayer Calender. She 
targets a different child or teen star for 
prayer each day of the month. 

Some are well-known (Miley Cyrus, 
Dakota Fanning, Daniel Radcliffe) but 
others, like pint-sized Rachel Covey of 
Disney’s “Enchanted,” are just entering 
the business. The goal is to swaddle these 
budding stars in prayer before they 
become the next Spears or Lindsay 
Lohan, she said. 

“Some of them are little, little teeny 
kids,” said Renfro, who labels them 
“Ones2 Watch” on the prayer calendar. “It 
doesn’t really matter if I think they’ll be 
somebody big, because there’s a value in 
praying for anybody who comes across 
this industry.”

If Toe Biden 
were president 


In the Des Moines (Iowa) Register last 
summer, the headline of a column by Richard 
Doak, a former Register editor, zeroed in on 
the fundamental issue of the presidential race: 
"Who will defend Constitution?" a presiden- 
tial litmus test. My candidate for the presiden- 
cy is low in the polls and has received only 
marginal press coverage. He should stand out, 
to begin with, because since 1991 -- while 
serving in the Senate -- Joseph Biden has been 
an adjunct professor of constitutional law at 
the Wilmington, Del., campus of Widener 
Law School. 

Our Constitution is not broken. It is, how- 
ever, being continually fractured by the Bush 
administration. Especially important, there- 
fore, is for the next president to deeply under- 
stand how we can -- and must -- be safe from 
terrorism while remaining a free people under 
the rule of law, not according to whoever 
occupies the White House. 

Biden is that candidate. 

During a speech at the Drake University 
School of law in Des Moines, Iowa, last 
spring, Biden spoke vigorously of how the 
president's authorization of torture (while 
mechanically denying it), along with the CIA 
"renditions" and its secret prisons (emptied 
temporarily by Bush), have darkened the way 
we're seen around the world. 

Moreover, added Biden: "According to 
unclassified reporting on last year's National 
Intelligence Estimate, the abuses that 
occurred at these secret prisons and at Abu 
Ghraib and Guantanamo Bay have stoked the 
jihad movement" -- giving aid and comfort to 
terrorist recruiters. 

Biden also told the law students at Drake 
University that the administration, in concert 
with the Republican-controlled Congress in 
the Military Commissions Act of 2006, had 
stripped detainees at Guantanamo of habeas 
corpus, "a judicial safeguard that predates our 
constitutional democracy." 

Despite the Supreme Court having three 
times given the detainees the right to enter our 
federal courts, this deprivation of habeas 
rights, Biden emphasized, has led "nations 
around the world to view Guantanamo not as 
a facility necessitated by the war on terrorism 
but as a symbol of American disregard for the 
rule of law." 

In the Senate, while enough Democrats 
joined with majority Republicans to pass the 
draconian Military Commissions Act, Biden 
voted against it. And he has opposed the nom- 
ination to Attorney General of Michael 
Mukasey, who believes our current rule of law 
is insufficient to combat terrorism. 

What also impressed me was when the 
agitprop MoveOn.org ran its notorious New 
York Times ad smearing Gen. David H. 
Petraeus as "General Betray Us," Hillary 
Rodham Clinton, along with most of the 
Democratic presidential candidates, avoided 
criticizing that mudslinging ad. 

Biden said: "I don't buy into that. This is an 
honorable guy. He's telling the truth." 

Also, Biden has been specific about how he 
would actually work with Congress, if elect- 
ed. In July, he introduced in the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, the National 
Security with Justice Act. 

Biden’s proposed legislation includes: 

"Prohibit (CIA) 'Extraordinary Renditions;' 
Close Black Sites & Extra-Judicial Prisons; 
Prohibit the torture or Mistreatment of 
Detainees in U.S. Custody; Extend Habeas 
Corpus to Detainees; and Modify the 
Definition of ‘Unlawful Enemy Combatant."" 

That last provision, ignored by all the other 
candidates -- so far as I'm aware -- would, 
Biden explains, change the "Military 
Commission Act's definition of the term to 
clarify that U.S. citizens or lawfully admitted 
aliens taken into custody within the territorial 
jurisdiction of the United States cannot be 
considered unlawful enemy combatants." 

Under this baleful Military Commissions 
Act now in effect, lawful aliens here, many 
for decades, can be locked indefinitely into 
legal black holes as unlawful enemy combat- 
ants for "purposely and materially supporting 
the enemy" -- vague language to be political- 
ly interpreted by the Justice Department. 

American citizens so designated can get a 
lawyer after being fully databased. 

As I have previously noted, Justice Louis 
Brandeis said, "Courage is the secret of liber- 
ty." Biden has the constitutional knowledge -- 
and courage -- to both keep our liberties intact 
while acting within our laws to combat our 
terrorist enemies. 

Although the odds are very long, it's not 
too late to have the Liberty Bell ring again on 
Election Day for this professor of constitu- 
tional law, who is a forceful spokesman on 
why we are Americans. And in the crucial 
field of foreign policy, Biden's hands-on expe- 
rience is far beyond his competitors on both 
sides.

Arnold’s hypocrisy 


Give Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger credit for 
bouncing from one wildfire to the next during the 
deadly fall fire season, bucking up morale from disas- 
ter areas to evacuation centers and command posts. 
This was Schwarzenegger in the public role he relish- 
es most, playing "the people's governor." 

As he did this, it was easy to forget what he was 
doing just 10 days earlier during Sacramento's annual 
bill signing and veto period, when he came far closer 
to earning very different sobriquets, if anyone cared to 
apply them. 

By the time Schwarzenegger laid down his pen, in 
fact, it was hard to see how he could keep calling him- 
self "the people's governor" with a straight face. 

Here's a little of what the governor did in the 
moments before he either had to sign bills, nix them or 
let them become law without his signature: 

He vetoed all 12 bills the California Chamber of 
Commerce for reasons of its own listed as "job 
killers." And he vetoed a bill requiring restaurant 
chains (but not small mom-and-pop operations) to dis- 
play the nutritional content of all their menu items. 

While the (Chamber itself isnt a large 
Schwarzenegger contributor, many of its members are. 
Companies like Chevron and AT&T and developers 
like Eli Broad of KB Homes all finance the governor. 
When the Chamber speaks, Schwarzenegger listens. 

Bills the group labeled "job killers" included one 
requiring retailers to protect customer financial infor- 
mation from being hacked out of their computers and 
another to increase benefits for permanently disabled 
victims of on-the-job accidents. 

But the most hypocritical of all his vetoes this year 
probably came when he killed the nutritional content 
bill. For Schwarzenegger has campaigned up and 
down the state against childhood obesity and for phys- 
ical fitness. He has signed laws restricting what food 
can be sold on school grounds. 

None of that, however, interfered with the sales of 
large chains, from McDonald's to the Olive Garden, 
from Burger King to Denny's. 

Neither, for that matter, would the nutritional infor- 
mation bill, known as SB 120 and sponsored by 
Democratic Sens. Alex Padilla and Carole Migden, 
interfere much with sales. To understand the veto, it 
helps to know that various Schwarzenegger commit- 
tees to date have taken $4.86 million from the retail 
and restaurant industries and another $4.1 million 
from businesses in the food supply industry. 

It's also important to understand that this bill didn't 
forbid restaurants from selling anything they now pur- 
vey. Since they routinely reprint and revise menus 
anyway, all it would have meant was a little extra type 
in the next edition of their regular customer menus. 

Companies (like McDonalds or In-'N-Out Burger) 
that use only menu boards would not have had to do 
even that. All they'd need to do was display the total 
number of calories per item in a size and typeface sim- 
ilar to other information about the menu item, like 
price. 

Exempt from all this were farmer's markets, com- 
missaries, cafeterias in hospitals and other health care 
facilities, school cafeterias and vending machines. 

In fact, the information required here is far less than 
what manufacturers of packaged food have had to 
include on their labels since 1990, when ex-President 
George H.W. Bush signed the Nutrition Labeling and 
Education Act. 

No one saw Schwarzenegger protesting that law 
back when he headed the first Bush administration's 
Fitness Council. 

But now, his veto message said, adding this kind of 
essential consumer information would be too burden- 
some on restaurants. It's essentially the same argument 
carmakers use in trying to fight off every smog-control 
requirement this state ever imposes. Despite their 
whining, there has been no reduction in the number of 
cars and trucks in California. Quite the contrary. 

Similarly, restaurants protested loudly when anti- 
smoking regulations were adopted by many cities and 
counties during the 1990s. They feared a massive 
reduction in business. But business has thrived ever 
since, the cleaner air providing a more pleasant envi- 
ronment for the vast majority of diners. 

Now Schwarzenegger has gone along with their 
whining about placing too much information on 
menus without explaining why consumers shouldn't 
know the (surprising to many) fact that some Caesar 
salads are more caloric than a Big Mac. Or how many 
calories are in a double cheeseburger at Jack-in-the- 
Box. 

Says Harold Goldstein M.D., head of the California 
Center for Public Health Advocacy, "As governor of 
California, Schwarzenegger's priority (should be) to 
serve the people, not rich special interests. People 
have a basic right to know what they are ordering." 

But that's not the way Schwarzenegger operates. He 
certainly visits fire scenes and he insists he can't be 
bought, but the record shows he gives his big donors 
what they like in nine cases out of 10. Which has long 
made his administration replete with hypocrisy.

to the can -- keep 
grease out of the drain 


It’s that time of year again, 
when many families in the 
Russian River area will be set- 
tling down to a home cooked 
turkey dinner with all of the 
trimmings. 

Given the cooking frenzy 
that the holidays tend to cre- 
ate, the Russian River 
Watershed Association would 
like to remind residents to 
properly dispose of fats, oils, 
grease and food scraps 
(...from the pan to the can...) 
when cooking to avoid costly 
and unsanitary clogged pipes. 

Cooking grease disposed of 
down a kitchen sink drain can 
block sewer pipelines when it 
congeals and could cause 
sewer backups and overflows 
-- into the environment, and 
into your home! This practice 
can be costly to homeowners 
and is certainly bad for the 
environment. These types of 
grease-related sewer spills are 
preventable through simple 
measures in the home. 

To keep pipes “Fat-Free”, 
RRWA encourages the public 
to: 

° Never pour fats, oils, 
or cooking grease down the 
sink or garbage disposal. 

° Pour excess grease 
into a container with a tight 
fitting lid and freeze for dis- 
posal with household garbage; 
remember to wipe the remain- 
ing grease from the pan with a 
scraper or paper towel. 

° Place food scraps in 
appropriate waste containers 
or compost piles, rather than 
into the drain or garbage dis- 
posal. 

Large amounts of cooking 
oil from turkey fryers can also 
be filtered, frozen and reused 
for the preparation of another 
meal. To place large amounts

in the trash, kitty litter can be 
used to absorb the oil, which 
can then be placed in the 
garbage. 

Smaller quantities (less 
than 10 gallons) of clean, 
strained vegetable oil can be 
deposited at several local 
restaurants for biodiesel pro- 
cessing -- see the Sonoma 
County phone book recycling 
guide for locations, or call 
Yokayo Biofuels (150 Perry 
Street) in Ukiah at 472-0900.

SAN LUIS OBISPO, Calif. -- 
Junior forward Titus Shelton and 
sophomore guard Lorenzo Keeler each 
scored 19 points and led a quartet of 
double-digit scorers as Cal Poly 
defeated Utah State 83-69 in a non- 
conference men’s basketball game, the 
Mustangs’ home opener, Thursday 
night before 2,475 in Mott Gym.

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Dilfer to replace ailing Smith as Niners’ starting QB

SANTA CLARA — After Alex 
Smith and 49ers coach Mike Nolan 
reached a temporary peace in their spat 
about the quarterback’s injured arm, 
Trent Dilfer capped his first day as San 
Francisco’s new starter by getting in a 
fight with a rookie defensive back in 
practice. 

The 49ers might be losing every 
week, but at least they’re getting inter- 
esting. 

Dilfer will start for the 49ers (2-7) 
on Sunday in place of Smith, who 
aired one of his team’s many problems 
in public this week by finally acknowl- 
edging a serious arm injury has been 
affecting his play during San 
Francisco’s seven-game losing streak. 

Dilfer, the 14-year veteran who 
struggled through three straight losses 
while filling in for Smith earlier in the 
year, reclaimed the starting job 
Thursday for at least one week, though 
Smith’s injury could sideline him for 
the season. 

Dilfer then went after cornerback 
Tarell Brown in Thursday’s practice 
after an apparent exchange of trash 
talk. Teammates had to separate the 


35-year-old Super Bowl winner from 
the 22-year-old rookie from Texas — 
and given the way this week is going, 
Nolan wasn’t even surprised. 

“When things are important to peo- 
ple, they show their emotions in a lot 
of ways,” Nolan said. “Out here on the 
football field, you can show your emo- 
tions in a lot of ways. The only thing 
I’m worried about it somebody getting 
hurt. Other than that, they can punch 
each other all they want.” 

In that case, a few haymakers might 
do the pent-up Niners a world of good. 

A day after Smith and Nolan traded 
veiled criticisms, they were more har- 
monious Thursday. Smith and Nolan 
had a lengthy meeting Wednesday fol- 
lowing the quarterback’s public dis- 
closure that his recently separated 
right shoulder led to a forearm injury 
that prevents him from throwing well. 
Smith and Nolan previously denied 
Smith’s arm injury was causing his 
poor play. 

“Alex has got good toughness,” 
Nolan said. “I’ve never questioned 
that about him. In the long term, Alex 
is part of the solution here. ... Any time 
you’re injured, it does something to 
you, but the communication needs to 


be better than it has been.” 

The 49ers still aren’t certain 
whether Smith’s injuries will keep him 
out for the season, though Smith has 
entertained the possibility. So with 
newly revealed fractures in a locker 
room that usually seems united under 
Nolan’s leadership, the 49ers will turn 
to Dilfer as they attempt to stop their 
skid Sunday at home against the St. 
Louis Rams (1-8). 

“There’s no time for me to be sym- 
pathetic (toward Smith),” said Dilfer, 
who has a close relationship with the 
former No. 1 draft pick. “My job is to 
go out and play the best football I can 
play. ... My relationship with Alex 
won’t change, but I don’t have time for 
that drama or any other type of 
drama.” 

Dilfer got his first snaps since 2005 
after Smith was injured on the third 
play of San Francisco’s loss to Seattle 
on Sept. 30. Dilfer went 47-of-90 for 
463 yards with three touchdown pass- 
es and five interceptions for the 49ers. 

Though Smith’s 57.2 passer rating 
is the worst among all quarterbacks 
with enough snaps to qualify, it’s still 
higher than Dilfer’s 55.0. Those strug- 
gling quarterbacks are just two reasons 


San Francisco’s offense is last in the 
league in several categories. 

“T have some major things I need to 
improve on from the last time I played, 
so it’s time for me to do that,” Dilfer 
said. 

Smith, who sat out practice for the 
second straight day, acknowledged a 
bit of regret for airing his communica- 
tion problems with Nolan in public 
before discussing them fully with the 
head coach. 

“This is like a family, it’s so tight,” 
Smith said. “Mike and I have been 
close ever since I was drafted. You’re 
going to have disagreements. It’s 
going to happen in any family. It’s 
working through this. Could I have 
done anything differently? Yeah, 
maybe. He said I need to communicate 
better, and I need to.” 

Smith will be in uniform Sunday, 
but Nolan hasn’t decided whether 
Smith or third-stringer Shaun Hill will 
be the backup QB. Before Dilfer threw 
down with Brown, Hill hit his finger 
on a teammate’s helmet Thursday — 
so receiver Arnaz Battle, a former 
quarterback at Notre Dame, took the 
last few practice snaps for the scout 
team.

Chris Bickford has always been big for his age. In preschool 
he towered over the other students, provoking them to create a 
“fun” game where they would run into his stomach and proceed 
to fall to the floor.

His determination was so intense that at the age of six 
when his mom, Debbie, was inside the grocery store shopping 
he would be pushing the family van around the parking lot as 
far as he could while his dad sat in the driver’s seat with the car 
in neutral. 

He built up his strength quickly. At 90 pounds he was bench- 
ing his weight.

more affordable after making 
$19.3 million in 2007, even 
for a club like the low-budget 
A’s. Oakland is in search of a 
dangerous hitter in the middle 
of its lineup and someone who 
would also put fans in the 
seats. Bonds led the majors in 
on-base percentage last sea- 
son at .480 with San Francisco 
and hit 28 home runs. 

Going to the A’s is a viable 
scenario: Bonds finally plays 
in the American League as a 
designated hitter and doesn’t 
have to leave his fans in the 
Bay Area. 

Still, Bonds’ options might 
be few and far between. No. 
25 might never play again, 
despite 762 career homers to 
his name. 

“T don’t have any thoughts 
at all,” said Dodgers general 
manager Ned Colletti, who 
previously worked as assistant 
GM in San Francisco. 

It’s not as if Bonds would 
sign with a team such as 
Tampa Bay or Kansas City at 
this late stage of his career, or 
that those teams would have 
interest. Bonds has almost 
everything on his remarkable 
resume except a World Series 
championship — , but wants 
nothing more than to win a 


World Series ring before he 
calls it quits after falling five 
outs shorts in 2002 to the 
wild-card Angels. 

The Athletics share the 
Oakland Coliseum with the 
NFL’s Raiders — a team with 
a history for giving second 
chances to renegades. Then 
again, the home clubhouse is 
awfully cramped — the A’s 
might have to clear out a pop- 
ular, upright video game just 
to make room for Bonds and 
his batboy son. 

As for Bonds’ entourage — 
it can include two publicists, 
two trainers, his family, an 
MLB.-issued security guard, a 
personal videographer and his 
agent — maybe they could 
take over the entire Raiders’ 
locker room. 

Baseball officials are hesi- 
tant to talk publicly about 
Bonds, but are eager to see 
how the story plays out before 
spring training. 

Will he be a Hall of Famer? 
Will his career forever be tar- 
nished? 

“This record is not tainted 
at all. At all. Period,” Bonds 
said after hitting his record- 
breaking 756th homer Aug. 7. 

Bonds would leave with 14 
All-Star selections, a record 
seven NL MVP awards and 
eight Gold Gloves. He wants 
to get 3,000 hits, and needs 65 
to reach the mark.

said. 

Law enforcement officers 
have begun providing training 
to shipping company employ- 
ees to help them recognize 
common methods of packing 
drugs for shipping. 


Marijuana is also an ongo- 
ing problem for the UPD. On 
Oct. 16, officers arrested 
Ukiah resident Troy Crabtree 
on marijuana cultivation 
charges after two men broke 
into his home to steal the mar- 
ijuana he was allegedly grow- 


ing. 

According to police 
reports, Eric Alonso, 30, of 
Lakeport, and two other men, 
allegedly broke into 
Crabtree’s West Mill Street 
home and threatened him with 
a knife in an attempt to steal 
his marijuana. 

Crabtree ran the men off 
and may have sprayed one of 
them with mace, according to 
police reports. Dewey said it 
does not always turn out that 
well. 

“T can’t think of a marijua- 
na season, going back five 
years, that hasn’t had a rob- 
bery around marijuana,” he 
said. “We’ve had some very 
violent events.” 


Dewey said in many 
instances, growers are starting 
to arm themselves against 
thieves, adding firearms to an 
already volatile situation. 

In addition to marijuana, 
the UPD is also dealing with 
other drug problems. A traffic 
stop on Nov. 13 revealed not 
only marijuana but one-half of 
an ounce of cocaine and Oct. 
30, officers found more than 
100 small canisters of nitrous 
oxide while investigating a 
hit-and-run. 

“Drugs are of major con- 
cern,” Dewey said. “The 
police department is taking a 
serious approach.”
